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1. On 18 February 1951 the SS FLYING DRAGON of the Kincheng (4 ty, ) Shipping 
Company*, Hong Kong, arrived in the iwacao area from Indonesia with 470 tons 
of gasolinet* Before the ship entered the port of iiacao, approximately 200 
tons of this gasoline was unloaded on boata belonging to the Chinese 
Communists and taken to the Chungshan area. 


2. Among the shipments from long song and »acao to the Chinese mainland which 
have been made by the Nan ftuang Company** of ikacao are the following: 


a, Between 20 and 24 February ls new trucks, which had been stored in the 
Ta Ch*'ang*** warehouse in wacao, were sent to Shihch'i for transshipment 
to Canton. 


b. On £2 and 23 Foray 300 drums of coal tar were sent to Kongmoon on the 
SS SENG HSuNG (‘2 @ ) and the SS YUNG LI (AK 4 ). 


co. On 24 February sO drums of gasoline were sent to Shihch'i on the SS T! LEN 
ES] (A. 4 ) vor transshipment to Canton. 


a. On 26 February a total of 500 drums of gasoline were Rat ls to the Canton 
area from sacao on junks operated by the so Chung (47 4% ) Transportation 


Compa ny. 


3. On 20 February 1951, 1,500 sets of truck tires, 46 cases of automobile and 
telephone spare parts, and 340 bundles of hemp bags arrived at the Huangsha 
railroad station ia Canton from mwacao, where they had been purchased by a 
representative of the ventral and South China Trade Bureau. On 26 February 
all tiese supplies were sent to Hankow from Canton by rail. 
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* ae... Although the FLYING DRAGON was formerly owned 
y the dincheng Shipping Company, it hag recently been reported as 


owned by Wallem and Company, Hong Kong. Another agency has reported 
that the vessel arrived in Hong Kong on 23 February, having stopped 
in slecao en route from keeluag. [EMR reported the FLYING DRAGON
